Us Trarric / Hicguways 


Barrow Road Traffic Calming Scheme. The consultation was discussed in detail. It 
was agreed to request all speed ramps are full width, an increase to three ramps as 
previously requested in spring, an extention of the 20mph advisory limit and a speed 
indication box when coming down Barrow Road. Clerk to respond to LCC. 

Speed Watch results for Cotes were discussed. Figures show that the average speed 
was 42mph (30mph limit) with the highest speed recorded at 89mph (nearly three 
times the limit). The speed watch initiative will be repeated at a future date. 

CBC have requested feedback/suggestions on Street Wardens. It was agreed to 
request that they act upon parking on yellow lines in Seymour Road. Clerk to respond. 
Notes from a previous Charnwood Road Safety Committee meeting had been 
received from John Hindley. These detailed the road safety week, drink drive 
campaign and the traffic data monitoring to be carried out in Burton on the Wolds. 


Cllr Shields advised of the many accidents on the B676 near Horse Leys Farm. Clerk 
to contact PCSO Ritchie regarding speeding in this area. 
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8. ENVIRONMENT 


LDF — Core Strategy Consultation. It was agreed that Cllrs Shields and Irving and the 
clerk will attend this meeting. 

Cllr Irving gave a review of the RSS EiP which was attended by himself, Cllr Elliott 
and Cllr Bokor. Both Cllrs Bokor and Irving spoke at the EiP against having 8000 
houses in the Wolds. Cllr Shepherd clarified Charnwoods views. 

The Owl statue has become damaged by rot. It was agreed that Cllr Shields will 
arrange for Peter Harrison regarding repair asap. 

The 2m planting strip, to the rear of Somerset Close is now being enforced by 
Charnwood, although it is on the landscape plan which stands for 5 years only. A 
letter will be sent to the residents concerned on Somerset Close by the clerk. 

Cllrs Shields, Saunders and Pickford will attend the Wymeswold Airfield Liaison 
Group meeting on 24 September. The section 106 agreement has still not been 
received, Peter Blitz has been chased by the clerk. Cllr Bokor will take on this task.. 
Clerk to report to the clirs attending with relevant details of the current planning 
permissions. 

It was agreed that Towles Fields Playing field be registered for the dog fouling 
regulations. Clerk to action. 

Additional litter/dog waste bins have been requested at the Jitty between Springfield 
Close and Barrow Road, and at Mundy Close. Clerk to investigate cost and emptying. 
Cllr Irving advised that the noticeboard at Cotes has peeling paint on the top. Clerk to 
contact supplier.

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CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 2006 / 2007 


Burton on the Wolds, Cotes and Prestwold Parish Council has been very active over 
the past year. Our efforts as always, are directed towards protecting and improving 
amenities for all members of our communities and, on the occasion of the Councils 
Annual General Meeting, I wish to keep you informed about key events over the last 
twelve months. 


Planning / Development. Charnwood Borough Council consults the Parish Council 
on all planning applications in our parishes and our policy is not to oppose unless 
there are overriding issues affecting the community, or they are not in accordance 
with the Burton Village Design Statement. 


The Orchard Development on Melton Road is now half way through construction 
with many plots already occupied. The Section 106 monies, paid by the developer to 
improve facilities in the local area were agreed last year, with funds going to local 
schools, traffic calming measures on Barrow Road, provision for artwork in Burton 
and an improvement in Youth / Adult recreation. 


The traffic calming measures on Barrow Road, are currently in the consultation 
stages, with the provisional agreement of speed cushions, an advisory 20mph speed 
limit to protect the school, increased signage and “dragons teeth” markings to slow 
down traffic coming into the village. 


The Parish Council resolved to assist the Playing Fields Association in the extension 
of the Pavilion, which would incorporate better changing facilities for our local sports 
teams, and an all round improved facility for the village. It is hoped that funding in 
the region of £25,000 can be used from the section 106 monies, with the remaining 
costs currently being applied for through various grant schemes. 


The Draft East Midlands Regional Plan has already caused concern to the local 
area, with proposed housing development being suggested as 4800 — 8000 dwellings. 
As this is in the early stages of planning, the Parish Council have not been given firm 
site proposals, but the suggestion has been made by Leicestershire County Council 
that the land around Cotes, up to Prestwold and land around Burton on the Wolds 
could be a preferred site for this massive development. This will effect all of us, and I 
urge you to raise your concerns / comments when public consultations take place. 


The Airfield planning application for commercial activities has proved to be a very 
contentious issue, with continued noise problems being experienced in Burton. I have 
just received the inspectors report detailing the agreed conditions of the commercial 
activities planning application. These include noise monitoring systems, increased 
communication of events and a bund. A detailed report from the Parish Council will 
be compiled shortly and will be posted on the village noticeboards. 
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Thank you to all who have represented the village, both at the appeal hearings and 
with letters of concern sent to the inspector regarding this issue. The Parish Council 
will continue to represent the local residents on any noise / environmental issues that 
are caused by local businesses and / or local activities. Please continue to keep us 
informed of any problems regarding noise or environmental issues. 


7.5cewt Weight Restriction is now in place on Stanford Lane, Cotes, which has 
proved a success in stopping the damage caused by HGV to the verges through the 
village. Cotes have also been accepted on the Community Speed Watch scheme, of 
which training is currently being organised. This has been proved to reduce speed in 
other areas. 


Cotes and Prestwold have had new notice boards installed this year; both where 
funded by local government grants. These will be improved shortly, with the addition 
of a thin layer of rubber, to improve the ease of pinning notices on them. 


A replacement seat has been installed in Burton village centre, partly funded by 
donation. I am sure that you will agree that this is a welcome improvement to the 
village. 


Financial Support has again been provided to the Village Hall Management 
Committee, the Playing Fields Association and the Plantation Committee, all of 
whom work very hard to provide and improve amenities for our community. 


I would like to thank all who support and serve on the various committees for their 
time, effort and help in making our area a nice place to live. The playing field 
improvements are a huge benefit to the parish, and are already proving very popular 
with local children. 


Finally, I would like to say how enjoyable the last year as your Chairman has been. 
Even as a relatively small Parish Council, I feel we have achieved a great deal for the 
communities we represent. This could not have been achieved without the team effort 
provided by my fellow Councillors, all of whom have given tremendous support over 
the past twelve months. Thank you all for your continued hard work. 

I would also like to thank Ken Davies, who retired as clerk in August after ten years 
of dedicated service to the Parish Council, and for his continued work with the 
Airfield planning matters. 

Lastly I would like to thank Sarah Best, who replaced Ken as clerk in August. She has 
already proved herself as a worthy member of the team.
